PART II. — CIVIL STATISTICS. 



The Tables in this part include Statistics relating to the Civil Jurisdiction of all Arrange- 
Courts in Ireland. Tables*/ 



The Courts and Offices are divided into those which relate to the Central Adminis- 
tration of Justice, and those connected with the Local Administration of Justice, 
the latter being classified into larger and smaller District Administration of Justice, 
according to the nature and extent of the Special Jurisdiction. 



I. — CENTRAL ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

Central 

The Central Administration of Justice includes the High Court of Justice, which 
in the earlier part of the year 1897 consisted of four divisions — Chancery, Queens Justice. 
Bench, Exchequer, and the Probate and Matrimonial Division — and three outlying ^ rrange _ 
Courts: — The Court of the Land Commission, the High Court of Admiralty, and meutuf 
the Court of Bankruptcy. The Exchequer Division was, by the Supreme Court of 
Judicature Act, 1897, amalgamated with the Queen’s Bench Division, 6th August, 1897. 

The Central Appellate Jurisdictions, viz., Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal, Ireland ; 

Court for Cases Reserved for Judges of the Queen’s Bench and Exchequer Divisions ; 
the Privy Council in Ireland ; Her Majesty in Council ; and the House of Lords : 
have been grouped along with the other Central Jurisdictions, as they are closely 
connected with them. The proceedings in the Court for Crown Cases Reserved are- 
dealt with in Part I., Criminal Statistics. 



The chief business of the Queen’s Bench and Exchequer Divisions (the proceedings at 
the Plea side) is given in consecutive tables. The Statistics regarding the exclusive 
jurisdiction of each of the divisions : — at the Crown side of the Queen’s Bench, as to 
election petitions and acknowledgments of married women in the same division, and at 
the Revenue side of the Exchequer, are given last, as the business is so small, compared 
with that transacted on the Plea side of these divisions. 



The proceedings at Jury Trials in Dublin of these divisions ; the Dublin County 
Court Appeals ; the proceedings at chambers before a single Judge; and the applica- 
tions to have cases of minor importance remitted to County Courts form another 
group. 

The offices of Registration of Judgments and Local Registration of Title are grouped 
together, and along with them is given the Registry of Deeds, as the functions 
pcrmraied by all three are somewhat similar.

As the business of the Receiver’s Office of the Land Judge corresponds with a large 
part of the business of the Registrar in Lunacy (that relating to the Accounting of Com- 
mittees ofEstat.es of Lunatics), the statistics of the two offices have been placed together. 

The information from the Inland Revenue Department, as to all the law taxes, is 
included in one return.

The amount of property passed in accounts fell from £1,022,637, in 1S96, to £862,391, 
being a decrease of £160,246, following an increase of £410,622, in 1896, as 
compared with 1895- 

In the Lord Chancellor’s, the Master of the Rolls’, and the Vice-Chancellors Chambers Mmor mat- 
there were at the end of the year 744 Wards of Court. The new Minor or Infancy chambers. 
Matters in the year were 31, relating to 80 Wards, as compared with 27 new Matters 
and 51 new Wards in 1896. 

The number of actions by writ of summons was 517, showing an increase of 30 Clerk of 
as compared with the number (487) in 1896, which was 77 over that for 1895. The ^°v5>its. 
proportion of lower scale to higher scale was as 19 to 81 per cent. The originating Table 4 
summonses (421) are 2u more than the summonses filed (401) in 1896. In the Notice 
Department there were 10,604 original documents, being 349 under the number in 1896, 
and 37,854 copies, being 1,471 under the number in 1896.

The Lord Chancellor inade 39 orders on Petitions as to Commissioners for 
administering oaths for the High Court of Justice. There were 3 orders on Petitions 
as to Notaries. The orders as to other Petitions, including Minor Matters, were 40. 
The warrants for Magistrates were 177, as compared with 238 in 1896, and 474 in 
IS 95. There were no warrants as to Coroners. 

The return of the Secretary at the Polls included in Table 5 gives the particulars 
of the petitions set down for hearing before the Master of the Polls. 

The number of proceedings in the Crown and Hanaper Office was 1,916, being 557 
under the number during the year 1896, and 1,613 under that for the year 1 895. 



Land Judge. 

Under the Land Judge the net rental, or annual value (whei'e given) of Estates 
sold in the year ended 1st November - , 1897, was £18,069, as compared with £33,616 in 
1896, £22,079 in 1895, £29,052 in 1894, £23,615 in 1893, £38,986 in 1892, £28.623 in 
1891, £15,896 in 1S90, and £28,269 in 1889, and the purchase-money was £272,177, as 
compared with £517,403 in 1896, £356,371 in 1895, £447,999 in 1894, £393,185 in 

1893, £500, 860 in 1892, £410,491 m 1891, £242,413 in 1890, and £402,923 in 1889. 
As the properties sold did not consist solely of fee simple lands, the several amounts 
here set forth include the purchase-money of life estates and other limited terms as 
well as of lands in fee. 

The number of cases pending at the end of the year in the J udge’s Chamber was 
2,858, as compared with 2,904 in 1896. 

The number of petitions filed in the year ended 31st October, 1897, was 72, being 
11 under the number in the preceding year, and 47 under that for 1895, only 16 being 
by owners. The number of affidavits filed, 2,759, is 203 over that for 1896 ; but 295 
under the number for 1895. 

The number of abstracts of title lodged was 57, and the number of deeds and other 
documents lodged 2,574 ; in 1896 the respective corresponding numbers were 75 and 
2,451. 

Queen's Bench and Exchequer Divisions. 

The proceedings at the Plea side of the Queen’s Bench and Exchequer Divisions* are 
arranged in a single table for each division, although the figures have been supplied by 
three officers — the Clerk of Writs, the Master, and the Registrar. 

The writs of summons for the two divisions, which, after having falleu from 17,517 in 

1894, to 16,493 in 1895, rose to 16,754in 1896, further rose to 20,166 in 1897. The num- 
ber of cases which actually came to trial by jury in Dublin in 1897 was 238, being 28 
over the number in 1896, and 40 over that for 1895 ; the amount of money recovered 
at these trials shows an increase from £12,096 in 1896 to £15,089, following an increase 
of £1,699 in 1896 as compared with 1895. In this connection it may be observed that 
the amount and importance of Judicial business in Ireland, where there is so much 
litigation respecting title to land and to easements, cannot be at all adequately estimated 
from the mere amounts either claimed or recovered by suitors. 

Of the other business of the Divisions on the Plea side, there were 18,309 affidavits; 
in 1896 the number was 18,327.

It appears from this table that the number of applications to remit cases to the County 
Courts was 414, showing an increase of 27 as compared with the year 1S96, the number 
for which year was 26 over that for 1S95. Of the 345 applications granted, 129 
were in cases of contract and 216 in cases of tort.

The figures in the above table show on the whole, an increase of business in the 
office in 1897, as compared with 1896, in which year the volume of business was less 
than in 1895. The number of Judgments of the Irish Superior Courts registered was 
2,729, being 413 over the number for the year 1896, which was 74 under that for 1895. 

In the latter part of 1S88 the compulsory registration of Recognizances,' as a charge 
against Real Estate was dispensed with, unless specially ordered. 

One only of the Irish Judgments registered in 1897 was obtained before 15th July, 
1850 (which judgments alone affect land without being registered in the Deeds Office 
as a Judgment Mortgage) : of the 130 Judgments re-registered, 129 were obtained 
before 15th July, 1850, and one since that date.

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On comparing the number of judgments registered with the number of executions Central 
issued on Judgments in the Queen’s Bench and Exchequer Divisions, it appears that 
5,540 judgment executions are returned in the proceedings in M asters’ Offices as entered Justice. 
up, and that 2,729 judgments were registered in the Registry of Judgments Office. Local 

Table 23 contains a return of proceedings in the Local Registration of Title (Ireland) 

Office, under 54 and 55 Vic., cap. 66, for the year 1897. During the year there were 0liice ' 

724 650 compulsory, and 74 voluntary — applications to register in eases completed 
by the Land Commission before the end of 1891 (in which a written application and 
examination of the J itle are required) : the Titles in all these cases were read, and 
/24 Searches issued. Ihe arrear having been worked off in 1895, the Titles are now 
read and Searches issued as the applications come in. The total number of current 
cases (/.<?., eases sent down from day to day by the Land Commission, and registered 
as of course, no application being necessary), and application cases registered during 
the 3 r ear was 3,368. In the two years, IS92 and 1893, which were the first years 
during which the Act of 1S91 was in operation, 8,627 cases were registered ; in 
the year 1894 there were 5,882 cases registered; in the following j r ear the cases 
registered numbered 4,184 ; and in 1896 the number was 3,899. 

Bills of Sale are registered by the Master of the Queen’s Bench Division, and Bills of Sale, 
included in his return of business at the Plea side. They are grouped here with lable 10 * 
the business in other offices of registration. The number of bills of sale was 278, as 
compared with 282 in 1896, and 202 in 1895. 

The number of deeds registered in the Registry of Deeds Office in the year was 24,8 17, Registry of 
as compared with 24,299 in 1896, and 22,525 in 1895. Judgment Mortgage Affidavits Tabled, 
are included in this number : they amounted to 627, as compared with 520 in 1S96. 

The searches made by the public were 6,069 ; those lodged for official search were 3,834, 
of which 1,S31 were negative searches, and 2,003 common searches. The abstract book, 
entered up to 21st December in 1896, was, on the 31st of December, 1897, entered up 
to 8th November. In 1S96 the Lands Index was entered to 1st of December, and in 
1897 it was entered to 29th October. The Transcription of Memorials was com- 
pleted to 15th of October in 1896, and to 21st September in 1897. The negative 
searches lodged but not made were 59 in 1896, and 12 in 1897, and the common 
searches lodged but not made numbered 44 iu the former and 17 in the latter year. 

The negative searches made and ready for delivery but not taken out amounted to N 
519, and the common searches to 63. 



Taxation of Costs. 

The Costs taxed in the Consolidated Taxing Offices, and certified, amounted Taxation of 
to £276,327. The corresponding amount for 1896 was £247,568, which shows an rpable 25 
increase of £28,759 for last year, following an increase of £19,848 in 1896 as compared 
with 1895. 

Administration of Property. 

The number of new receivers appointed by the Land Judge (or other Judge of the High Receivers 
Court, but accounting to the Land Judge), was 54, as compared with 52 in 1896, 68 in judge** 111 * 
1895, 63 in 1894, 96 in 1893, 71 in 1892, 90 in 1891, 150 in 1890, 156 in 1889, L54 in Table' 26 . 
1888, 102 in 1887, 153 in 1886, and 149 in 18S5. The total number under the Land 
Judge at the end of the year was 1,179 as compared with 1,211 at the end of 1896, and 
1,241 at the end of 1895. 

The year’s rental under the Court of the receivers and guardians who passed accounts, 
which are filed in the Consolidated Record and Writ Office, is £276,575, of which 
£95,490 was in minor matters, and £181,085 in other actions and suits.'

The motions and summonses heard were 47, final judgments and decrees 8, and 
instruments, &c., prepared in the Registry 48. In the preceding year the motions and 
summonses heard numbered 27, the final judgments and decrees 4, and the instruments, 

&c., prepared in the Registry 22 ; so that there was an increase under each of these 
heads in 1897, following a decline in 1896 as compared with 1895.

The Accountant-General, High Court of Justice, carried over (in cash, securities, 
and other effects) on 1st of October, 1S97, £5,820,317 ;* being £434,417 over the 
amount carried over on the corresponding day in 1896. 

Table 38 contains particulars regarding the Receipts and Payments of the 
Accountant-General of the Supreme Court of J udicature in Ireland, in respect of the 
funds of suitors in said Court, and a statement of Liabilities and Assets in respect of 
such funds, also particulars of securities in Court.

Appellate Jurisdiction. 

The Proceedings in the Supreme Courts of Appeal, during*the year 1 897, with the ex- 
ception of those in the Court for Crown Cases Reserved, are shown in Tables 40-44. 

During the year 39 appeals from final judgments from Divisions of the High Court of 
Justice were heard and judgment delivered by Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal in Ireland, 
22 of which appeals were from the Chancery, 12 from the Queen’s Bench, 3 from the 
Exchequer, and 2 from the Probate and Matrimonial Causes Division. There were 39 
appeals from interlocutory orders from Divisions of the High Court of Justice heard, 
viz. : — 10 from the Chancery, 26 from the Queen’s Bench, and 3 from the Exchequer 
Division. Thirty-six appeals from other Judges or Courts were heard, 7 of which 
were from the Judges in Bankruptcy, 2 were from the High Court of Admiralty, 
8 were Registry of Voters Appeals, and 19 were appeals from the Irish Land Commission. 
There were also 4 original motions heard. The Judgments delivered were 122. In 
71 of these the Judgment below was affirmed ; in 44 it was reversed ; in 4 varied ; 
and in 2 reversed with declaration, direction, or finding ; and 1 case was remanded for 
further inquiry. The Court sat on 113 days. , 

There were 5 applications to the Privy Council in Ireland for confirmation of 
provisional Orders made in pursuance of the “Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 
1896,” and there was one such case remaining from 1896 ; in one case the Order wan 
confirmed, in 3 cases the Orders were disallowed or varied, and 2 cases were pending at 
the close of the year. There were also before the Council 1 1 applications under the 
“Tramways and Light Railways (Ireland) Acts, i860 to 1896”; 7 petitions under the 
Fisheries (Ireland) Acts, and one application under the Fairs (Ireland) Act, 1868. 

There were no appeals from Ireland to Her Majesty in Council. 



Three causes from Ireland were presented to the House of Lords in the year 
1897. Two causes were affirmed, and one dismissed for want of prosecution. 

Three cases of the uature of those reserved for the Judges of Queen’s Bench and 
Exchequer Divisions, as to Presentment and other cases not within the 11 & 12 Vic., 
cap. 78, reserved at the Summer Assizes, 1896, were before the Judges in 1897. (See 
Table 41, page 59).

These 
figures show that there has been a gradual decline in the number of these eject meifts 
in each year since 1893, and that the number for 1897 is very much below the average 
annual number for the ten years 1887-96.

The ejectments executed show a decrease of 140 — from 2,246 in 1896 to 2,106 
in 1897, following a decrease of 85 in 1896 as compared with 1895, and a decrease of 
-311 in 1895 as compared with 1S94. 



In the ejectments from the High Court which were executed the number (386) 
shows an increase of 52 as compared with the ejectments for 1896, the number for 
which year was 37 under that for 1S95, and 138 under the number for 1894. 

The County Court Ejectment suits entered and lodged, which after having risen from 
12,493 in 1892 to 13,628 in 1893, fell to 12,074 in 1894, to 10,662 in 1895, and to 
10,561 in 1896, further declined to 10,439 in 1897, the last number thus being 122 under 
that for 1896, 223 under that for 1895, 1,635 under the number for 1894, and showing 
a decrease of 3,189 or 23-4 per cent, as compared with that for 1893. 

The executions of County Court ejectments show a decrease of 192 — from 1,912 to 
1,720 — as compared with the number in 1896, and they are 240 less than in the year 
1895, 450 less than in the year 1S94, and 604 or 26 per cent, uuder the number in 1893. 

The total number of Eviction Notices filed during the year 1897, under Section 7 of 
the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1887, was 3,945, being 828 less than in the preceding year ; 
978 under the number for 1875 ; 1,528 under the number for 1894 ; and 2,611, or 40 
per cent., under that for 1893. Of the 3,945 notices last year, 115 were filed in the 
High Court of Justice, and 3,830 in County Courts. 

The number of Civil Bill decrees and dismisses returned as executed during the year 
1897 is 21,967, of which 16,360 were executed by Sheriffs, and 5,607 by Special Bailiffs. In 
1896 the number was 20,976 ; in 1895 it was 19,522; in 1894, 20,998; and in 1893, 24,368. 

The warrants to Special Bailiffs under Act 23 & 24 Vic., c. 154 (summary recovery 
of possession of tenements), were 1,007 in 1896 and 960 in 1897. The warrants to 
Special Bailiffs under 14 & 15 Vic/, cap. 92, s. 15 (summary recovery of possession 
of tenements overheld in towns), 15,620, show an increase of 1,647 as compared with 
the number in 1896, which was 66 over that for the year 1895.

It appears from this table that the cases for disposal which had fallen from 83 in. 

1S93 to 63 in 1894, and to 16 in 1895, were, in 1896, 20, and in 1897, 18. 

There have been no applications for confirmation of leases since the year 1882.

1S93, to the 31st December, 1893, 300, in the (calendar) year ended 31st December, 

1894, 1,247 ; in the following year 202; in the year ended 31st December, 1896, 249 ; 
and in the year ended 31st December, 1897, 34; the total number up to the last 
mentioned date being 25,364, of whom 12,956, or 511 per cent., were in Ulster; 5,068, 
or 20-0 per cent., in Munster; 4,100, or 161 per cent., in Leinster ; and 3,240, or 12-8 
per cent., in Connaught. The total Purchase money for the whole period, from the 22nd 
August, 1885, to the 31st December, 1897, was £10,154,513, of which £9,190 was for 
Sales in the year ended 31st December, 1897, and the total amount of Loans £9,988,831, 
including £9,190 advanced during the year 1897. In the first year the average number 
of years’ Purchase on Net Rental was IS ’3, in the second 17-5, in the third 17 ‘4, in the 
fourth 17‘2, in the fifth 16*2, in the sixth 16-6, in the seventh 16'9, in the eighth 171 ; 
in the period from 22nd August, 1893, to 31st December of that year, 16‘6; in the year 
ended 31st December, 1894, 1 6*9 ; in the year ended 31st December, 1895, 15*5 : in the 
■following year 15*7 ; and in the year ended 31st December, 1897, 14-2. 

Table 64, on page 93, contains a Return of Sales to Tenant under the Purchase 
of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, in which Loans were issued during the years ending 
the 31st December, 1896, and 31st December, 1897. The Loans issued during 
the year 1897 amounted to £702,007, the Purchase money agreed upon being 
£717,108, and the number of Tenant Purchasers 2,390. In the year 1892 (the 
first in w'hich Loans were issued under the Act), the amount lent was £90,448, 
and the Purchase money agreed upon £95,149 ; in the year 1893 the Loans were £646,546, 
and the Purchase money £664,873; in the year 1894 the Loans were £787,597, and the 
Purchase money £809,150 ; in the year 1895 the Loans were £575,541, and the Purchase 
money,£595,041 ; and in the year 1896 the Loanswere £437,264, and the Purchase money, 
£454,952. In the six years combined the Purchase money amounted to £3,336,273, 
and the Loans to £3,239,403. The Loans for the six years were made to 10,172 Tenant 
purchasers, of whom 4,142, or 407 per cent., were in Ulster; 2,598, or 25 ‘6 per cent., in 
Munster ; 1,752, or 17‘2 per cent., in Leinster ; and 1,680, or 16'5 per cent., in Connaught. 

The average number of years’ Purchase on the Net Rental was 17‘0 in each of the two 
years 1892-3; 16'9 in 1894; 17‘0 in 1895 ; 16'5 in 1896 ; and 17*1 in 1897. 

From the above summaries it will be seen that the total amount of Loans issued 
under both Acts (1885> and 1891), from August, 1885, to the close of the year 1897, was 
£13,228,234, and the gross amount of Purchase money agreed upon was £13,490,786. 

The Loans were made to 35,536 Tenant purchasers, of whom 17,098, or 487 per cent., 
were in Ulster; 7,666, or 21*6 per cent., in Munster; 5,852, or 16 - 5 per cent., in 
Leinster; and 4,920, or 13'8 per cent., in Connaught.

Proceedings of Sheriffs. 

The proceedings of Sheriffs in the year of their office 1 897-98, including those having 
relation to Jurors summoned, and those already referred to, are set forth in detail in 
Tables 57 and 59. 

Jurors. 

The revision of the General Jurors’ Lists resulted in the striking off of 50,777" 
out of 126,776 persons, or 40 per cent. ; there were only 132 persons added by Revision 
Court, including 83 in the City of Dublin. 

Besides those struck off on revision there were 38S exempted by Clerks of the Peace. 
This gives the total number of Jurors on the corrected General Jurors’ Books for 189S 
(when handed to the Sheriffs) in all Ireland as 75,743 of whom 62,602 were on rated 
qualification, 9,719 were £10 freeholders, 2,917 were £20 leaseholders, 467 Directors or 
Managers of Public Companies, and 38 Harbour Commissioners. 

In the case of 17,562 persons on the Special Jurors’ Lists, 5,876 persons were struck 
off by Revision Court, and 246 exempted by the Clerks of the Peace ; 113 were added 
by Revision Court, so that there was a net reduction of 6,009, or 34 per cent. When 
handed to the Sheriffs the books showed 11,553 Special Jurors. 

The total number of jurors returned as summoned in the year is 45,114, as- 
compared with 44,827 in 1896. Of the number for 1S97, 5,247 were Grand 
Jurors* for Assizes, Commissions, and Superior Courts; 9,708 were Grand Jurors 
for Quarter Sessions; 1,384* were Special Jurors for Assizes, Commissions, and 
Superior Courts; 13,094 were Petit and Common Jurors for Assizes, Commissions, and 
Superior Courts ; 14,353 were Petit Jurors for Quarter Sessions ; 1,032 were Jurors in 
Civil Bill cases before County Court Judges or Recorders; and 296 were Jurors for 
other purposes. .

In Leinster the postponements rose from 38 in 1896 to 60 in 1897; in Munster the 
number rose from 120 to 132 ; in Ulster there was a decrease from 28 to 25 ; and in 
Connaught the number, after having fallen from 105 in lS95to87 in the following- 
year, rose to 107 in 1897. The total number for all Ireland which, after having- 
amounted to 596 in 1892 showed a decline in each succeeding year up to 1896, 
inclusive, when it fell to 273, rose to 324 in 1897.
